Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Three excisions are required to reduce the extent and degree to which the sexual material degrades, 
dehumanises and demeans women participants and women more generally. Two excisions remove 
sequences of sexual conduct from a scene where a male participant constandy exerts verbal and 
physical control over two women to the point where one of them is clearly in discomfort. A 
further excision removes a trailer almost entirely made up of a concentrated series of highly 
degrading, dehumanising and demeaning images. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD I'm So Young is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is devoted to the explicit depiction of sexual activity. Excisions are required in order to 
make the DVD available to adult viewers. In its present form the DVD encourages viewers to be 
aroused by sexual conduct that expresses contempt for women, and degrades, dehumanises and 
demeans them. The availability of the DVD with this material intact is likely to be injurious to the 
public good. The injury lies in the material's potential to maintain or reinforce negative attitudes to 
women. The excisions reduce the likelihood of injury to the public good. Without excisions the 
DVD is objectionable. In this instance the distributor declined to make excisions to the 
publication. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on 
the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the 
freedom of expression. However, the decision is a reasonable and demonstrably justified limitation 
on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to limit the 
availability of publications that degrade, dehumanise and demean women for the sexual arousal of 
male viewers. 
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
